he might dismiss at- a moment's notice," 
Auigntneni would not, however, be tole- 
rated fay the people of K.igiaud in the in- 
dbcrimtnule manner of the olden syaUim. 
The moral character of applicants for ai- 
tigned ser vault would hate to be looked 
into . and thia would nee™ arily give rite 
to a kind of acrutiny " an jmjuiiitoriai as 
to be utterly «t rariance wi'b all the feel- 
ings and prejudice;* of Briton*." 

Besides all thi., Mr. Caatrasu. argued 
(hat auignment i. not, in tha end, profit- 
able to the aisigne*? , and that in the re- 
mole interior it would at the xarnr time 
operate pemicioualy upoii the character of 
the convidi, and cause decent families 
to fly from thnie ]iarta of the country.

They won hi rush hack 
lo Sydney and Parramatta, and other 
towns, and there take lower W4tgea than 
otherand inure reipectaiile labour en and 
echanic. would lake, and drive them 
front the employment on which they de- 
pended for the nip pot; of their wives aud 
families." 

The Rev. Mr. M*Ktyrao> argued, that as 
an elective legi.lature had formerly been 
dented to the colony on the ground of it* 
being a penal aelllement, and is still de- 
nied to Van Diemen". Land for 
ttte same reason j and as thi) cunnlilu- 
tionaj right wax bestowed only when our 
peual character had ceaaed , to by lair parity 
of reasoning, if we once more .ink into 
that odious condition, our present Legis- 
lative Council must be aboliabed^: " for 
where convict, are, no free inatituliotu 
can ekiit." 

The fcev. Mr. Sai-uums •< had recently 
rialted Van Die men s Land , and he could 
not have imagined, had he not seen it, the 
contrast between the state qfaociety there, 
under a continuation uf the system uf 
transportation, .ud the state of society 
hate since transportation had been abol- 
lishtd." Thii apeaker " objected to tnui- 
porlatiou altogether. There wai po ne- 
cessity for it. Three •fourths of the 
crime, corn nulled in th* United Kingdom 
were not crimes natural to the heart of 
man, but to which Ihey were driven by 
a faulty legislation, Le. Ihem .mend 
their law.. The remaining fourth 
need not be tr»n*ported ; they might 
be sent to penitentiaries or uther asylum, 
where, under proper treatment, ih*y might 
Le reformed, and restored lo society mure 
useful members than the) could have 
been before." He dtnuunced tbe whole 
sy.tem of transportation aa " one which 
brutalized both those who wen subject to 
it and those who .uppawd they derived 
profit and advantage in carrying it out. " 
He charged the late overture, from Donn- 
ing -street upon the deep-bud plot* of par- 
ties iu the colony— .upon " tapping and 
mining operation, which had been car- 
ried on in the dark," 

Mr. T.aciv, who had recently come 
fium Van Diemen s Land, bore tes- 
timony to the horror, of convictiim 
in that derated island. "The wont 
day. of tiodom and Uomorrah were not 
so bad as the present day. of Van Oir- 
iit en's Land . and slum Id thia Le doubted 
by Mr. Gf.iiHroHE, he might have full 
proof by referring to Ihe fearful record, uf 
the Jericho atalion.
